Must Prove Birth 
To Cross Border 


OTTAWA, Dec. 20. (CP) 
Native-born Canadian citizens, who 
will not require border-crossing 
cards for temporary visits ‘to the 
United States after Jan. 1, will be 
required to produce documents 
showing conclusively that they 
were born in the Dominion, United 
States legation officials said Satur- 
day 

The exact requiremen\s probably 
will be set forth in an official an- 
nouncement next week 

The concession to the native- 
born will not be extenved to Brit- 
ish subjects born outside Canada, 
such as those who came here 
from the United Kingdom. 

Officials said a national registra- 
tion card definitely would not be 
sufficient to take «a Canadian 
across the border without addi- 
tional documents whieh showed he 
was born in Canada. Although the 


required documents could not be 
stated yet, spokesme: said it ap-
